ANNUAL  BLESSING  OF  THE  FLEET 

More  than  50  years  ago,  Mr. 

Clarence  Mallet  held  a strong 
belief  in  God,  religion  and  that 
a blessing  of  the  fleet  was  needed  wt 
for  a bountiful  harvest  and  safety  M 
from  the  sea.  Clarence  Mallet  was 
bom  in  St.  Martinsdale,  Louisiana 
and  moved  to  Bayou  La  Batre, 

Alabama  in  1925.  He  brought  with 
him  the  dream  of  reviving  an  Old  World  custom 
dating  back  centuries  when  fisherman  asked  God 
for  his  blessing  of  their  harvest  and  protection  from 
the  perils  of  the  sea. 

With  his  wife  Estelle  and  their  children  John, 
Wallace  and  Melvin,  a custom  began  that  is  still  an 
annual  occurrence.  The  first  event  began  with  using 
blessed  bayou  water  and  walking  along  the  docks  to 
consecrate  each  boat.  Vendors  were  persuaded  to 
donate  bread  and  produce  to  be  served  along  with 
shrimp  boiled  by  Mrs.  Isrial  Lannie  in  her  kitchen. 
The  ladies  of  the  parish  served  many  visitors  who 
came  and  stayed  for  the  Blessing.  Proceeds  were 
used  to  purchase  a riding  lawn  mower  to  maintain 
the  parish  lawn  and  cemetery.  During  later 
Blessing  events,  this  mower  was  used  to  push  an 
emblem  float  in  the  land  parade.  The  float,  a small 
wooden  boat,  paraded  many  years  with  one  of 
Clarence’s  granddaughters  aboard.  This  past  year 
Erin  Mallet,  daughter  of  David  and  granddaughter 
of  Wallace,  rode  in  honor  of  her  great-grandmother. 
The  blessing  of  the  Fleet  has  evolved  into  festivities 
lasting  two  days.  It  is  a very  large  festival  for  south 
Alabama  and  enlightens  others  on  the  heartwarming 
way  a small  community  comes  together  to  support 
Bayou  La  Batre.  Many  families  of  the  parish  have 
devoted  years  out  of  their  lives  working  for  the 
continued  success  of  this  event.  Merchants  donate 
prizes  awarded  to  boats  taking  part  in  the  yearly 
parade.  Captions  and  local  seafood  shops  donate 
seafood  for  everyone’s  enjoyment.  Each  pastor  of 
the  St.  Margaret’s  church  has  added  a special  touch 
with  their  yearly  Blessing  of  the  Fleet.  Last  year 
marked  the  53rJ  annual  Blessing  of  the  Fleet. 
Wooden  nickels  have  been  issued  over  the  years  for 
many  of  the  annual  blessings.

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THEN  AND  NOW 

While  looking  through  our  collections  it  seems  that 
certain  issues  always  make  us  pause.  It  might  be  the 
art  work  that  was  used,  a memory  you  recall  on  how 
you  obtained  an  issue,  a place  that  you  have  visited 
or  grew  up,  or  in  this  case,  it  is  the  date  of  the  wood 
issued.  In  April  of  1953,  Durham,  North  Carolina, 
held  their  centennial  celebration.  Next  month  on 
April  27th  it  will  be  fifty  years  from  when  the  eleven 
wooden  flats  were  issued.  Ten  from  businesses  in 
Durham  and  one  was  the  town’s  official  issue. 

The  official  piece  is  5 cents  and  printed  in  green 
ink,  while  the  ten  issued  by  a business  is  5 cents 
each  and  printed  in  black  ink.  James  Glover  was  in 
the  high  school  band  and  participated  at  the  final 
centennial  program  where  he  was  given  the  official 
issue  at  the  Duke  University  Campus-Wallace 
Wade  Stadium.  Let’s  take  a look  at  the  others  50 
years  later! 

#1-  Baldwins’ s Department  Store 

Located  in  downtown  Durham  on  Main  Street.  In 

1974,  they  moved  to  Northgate  Mall  located  on  1-85 

north.  In  1987,  they  went  out  of  business.  The 

building  is  for  lease  on  Main  Street 

#2-  Belt  Liggett  Company 

Located  on  Main  Street,  they  moved  in  1 990  to 

Northgate  Mall.  Name  has  been  changed  to  Hudson 

Belk  Company  and  they  are  still  in  business. 

#3-  Colonial  Furniture  Company 

Located  on  West  Parrish  Street.  Company  went  out 

of  business  in  the  early  90’s.  The  building  has  been 

leased  from  time  to  time.  Currently  standing  but 

empty. 

#4-  Duke  Power  Company 

Known  as  the  Line  & Power  Company.  Main  office 
was  located  on  Main  & Parrish  Streets  in  down 
town  Durham.  In  the  mid  90’s  the  Line  & Power 
moved  to  Neal  Road  & Highway  #70.  Their  main 
office  remains  downtown. 

#5-  Ekerts  Drug  Company 

Located  in  an  area  known  as  “Five  Points”.  It  closed 
in  the  mid  60’s  due  to  the  downtown  renovation  of 
that  area. 

#6-  Ellis  & Stone  Company 
Located  on  Main  Street  at  the  corner  of  main  and 
Corporation  Street.  In  1958,  the  company  was 
bought  out  by  Thalhimcrs  of  Richmond.  The  new 
company  moved  to  Northgate  Mall  at  Club  Blvd.  & 


1-85.  In  1990,  Hecth  Department  Store  bought  the 
holdings  of  Thalhimer  and  is  still  in  business. 

#7-  Gulf  Oil  Company 

M.  M.  Fowler  was  the  dealer  in  1953. (Gulf  Oil 
Service  Dist.)  Company  was  located  on  Gulf  Street. 
During  1996  the  office  moved  to  Neal  Road  in 
Western  Durham  County.  In  1997,  the  British 
Petroleum  Company  (BP)  bought  out  Gulf  Oil. 

#8-  Home  Building  & Loan 

They  closed  their  doors  in  1959 

#9-  Jones  & Frazier  Jewelers 

Located  at  West  Main  Street  in  downtown  Durham. 

During  1960  they  moved  to  the  Northgate  Mall. 

Closed  the  business  in  1984. 

#10-  United  Drugs 

Building  is  closed  and  for  lease 

#11-  Official  Centennial  Issue 

Presented  by  the  Central  Carolina  Bank.  M.  Arnold 

Briggs-Chairman  and  E.  S.  Booth  -Treasurer. 

There  were  seven  branches  in  1953  and  today  there 
are  twenty-two.  Main  branch  in  Durham  is  now 
located  where  the  Ellis  Stone  And  Company  was  in 
business. 

I would  like  to  acknowledge  the  time  and  effort  that 
James  Glover  (R-2314),  has  put  into  the  making  of 
this  article  with  me.  The  Durham  Historical  Society 
was  not  founded  until  well  after  the  centennial 
celebration  was  held,  which  means  little  or  no 
records  are  on  hand  for  the  events  they  had.

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A DAIRY  QUEEN  UPDATE

I recently  received  copies  of  two  new  Dairy  Queen 
woods  from  Del  Cushing.  These  woods  have  an 
entirely  new  reverse  design.  Instead  of  the  logo 
saying  “DAIRY  QUEEN”  it  now  simply  has  “DQ” 
in  it.

APPLES  FROM  JACKSON,  OHIO 

Jackson  County  is  the  hub  of  one  of  the  leading  apple 
growing  regions  of  the  nation.  Back  in  the  1880’s,  two 
men,  both  were  schoolteachers  and  farmers,  Dan  Alban 
and  David  F.  Jones,  were  the  pioneering  beginners  of  the 
commercial  orchard  industry  in  Jackson  County.  They 
lived  at  Camden  in  Franklin  Township  overlooking  the 
beautiful  Franklin  Valley.  Both  planted  extensive 
orchards  as  a commercial  business  in  1897  and  1898. 

The  first  railroad  car  full  of  their  apples  shipped  out 
from  their  orchards  in  1 899.  In  the  early  spring  of  1937, 
a group  of  members  of  the  Jackson  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  who  were  interested  in  developing  some 
new  idea  that  could  really  mean  something  to  all  of  the 
people  in  the  county,  decided  to  promote  one  of 
Jackson’s  leading  industries,  namely  the  production  of 
apples.  During  this  time,  some  forty  farmers  were 
producing  apples  in  a commercial  way.  Thus  the  festival 
idea  was  developed. 

Their  festival  had  many  problems  to  solve.  Initial 
expenses  were  high  but  anticipated.  On  the  second  day.  a 
severe  storm  came  along  and  blew  off  a good  portion  of 
the  roofing  that  covered  the  booths.  But  the  crowds  came 
and  interest  grew.  In  order  that  all  debts  might  be  paid, 
about  ten  of  the  promoters  of  the  festival  borrowed  funds 
by  signing  a note  at  a local  bank.  They  then  began  to 
plan  for  a bigger  and  better  festival  for  1938.  During  the 
1938  festival,  an  oblong  (flat)  was  issued  by  the  Jackson 
County  Apple  Festival  Association  in  commemoration 
of  the  150th  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  Northwest 
Territory.  It  was  redeemable  for  5 cents  until  noon  on 
October  8,  1938.  In  1966,  a 5 cent  wooden  nickel  was 
issued  to  commemorate  Jackson  County’s 
Sesquicentennial  and  was  redeemable  for  face  value  on 
or  before  November  1,  1966,  at  the  First  national  Bank 
of  Jackson.  In  1976,  another  wooden  nickel  (undated) 
worth  5 cents,  was  issued  by  the  Apple  Festival  and 
redeemable  from  September  19  to  the  23rd  at  the  First 
National  Bank  in  Jackson.  This  was  the  last  issue  of 
wooden  money.  This  September  will  mark  Jackson’s

Information  for  the  reverse 
and  obverse  are  shown  in  the  reduced  copies  above. 
Although  the  Prescott  Library  did  not  officially 
begin  until  1903,  its  roots  go  back  another  40  years. 
Richard  C.  McCormick  came  with  the  Governor’s 
party  to  Arizona  Territory  in  1 863,  he  brought  an 
extensive  library.  The  books  were  kept  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  but  were  available  for  any  user, 
although  only  Territorial  officials  were  permitted  to 
check  them  out.  In  1870,  a group  of  ladies 
organized  the  Prescott  Library  Association  and 
stocked  their  reading  room  on  Cortez  Street  with 
263  books  and  50  out-of-town  newspapers.  In  1 876, 
the  Prescott  Literary  and  Dramatic  Association  was 
formed  to  hold  discussions  and  establish  a public 
library.  However,  their  efforts  fell  on  hard  times, 
and  even  the  Territorial  collection  was  becoming 
dirty,  disarranged  and  in  generally  poor  condition. 
Then  in  1 895  a handful  of  ladies  founded  the 
Monday  Literary  Society.  They  gathered  a 
collection  of  books  from  various  households  and 
opened  a reading  room  on  Gurley  Street,  facing  the 
Courthouse  Plaza.  The  public  supported  this 
venture  with  membership  dues,  but  the  Society 
disliked  charging  a fee  and  dreamed  of  establishing 
a free  library.  In  1 899,  Mrs.  Henry  Goldwater 
appealed  to  philanthropist  Andrew  Carnegie,  who 
offered  half  the  sum  requested  with  the 
understanding  that  first  they  had  to  raise  the 
matching  $4,000.  A major  set  back  occurred  in 
1900  when  the  historic  Whiskey  Row  fire  swept 
through  the  center  of  town  at  the  rate  of  an  acre  a 
minute  and  destroyed  all  the  books  for  the  new 
library.  However,  insurance  provided  $1 ,800  as  a 
financial  starter,  and  after  three  years  of  effort  by 
the  energetic  women  of  the  Monday  Literary 
Society,  Mr.  Carnegie’s  $4,000  was  matched  and  an 
additional  $2,000  was  raised. 
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On  December  2,  1902,  the  Library  Board  met  to 
incorporate.  Money  was  appropriated  for  the 
library  lot  and  the  site  selected  at  the  comer  of 
Marina  and  Guley  Streets.  On  November  24,  1903, 
the  Prescott  public  library  opened  with  a collection 
of  1,300  volumes.  The  Monday  Literary  Society 
operated  it  until  January  1,  1917,  when  they  deeded 
the  library  to  the  city  of  Prescott. 

Information  about  the  history  of  the  Prescott  public 
Library  was  provided  courtesy  of  Sharlot  hall 
Museum.

PRINCE  GEORGE  ISSUE  AVAILABLE 

.n  mid-March,  the  Prince  George  Chamber 
of  Commerce  of  Prince  George,  British 
Columbia,  Canada,  issued  a $3.00 
municipal  trade  token  printed  on  white 
spruce  for  2003.  These  tokens  are  2-7/8"  in 
diameter  and  are  a %"  thick.  For  many 
years,  this  has  been  the  largest  wood  and 
also  the  only  wooden  trade  token  issued  in 
Canada.  This  year  the  issues  have  a coat 
of  varnish  on  both  sides,  which  gives  the 
issue  a glossy  surface  and  a smooth  feel. 
This  year’s  issue  commemorates  the  Sled 
Dog  Classic,  held  in  Prince  George  in 
March.  This  is  the  155th  issue  of  the  large 
spruce  trade  tokens.  The  first  issue  was 
back  in  1958.  This  years  trade  token  is 
priced  at  $5.58  for  Canadian  residents  and 
$3.76  U.S.  for  U.S.  residents.  Send  your 
orders  to  Prince  George  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  Attn:  Ms.  Tracey  Stad,  890 
Vancouver  St.,  Prince  George,  B.C., 
Canada.  Back  issues  from  1988,  1995, 

1998,  and  1999  are  available  at  $7.87  to 
Canadian  residents  and  $5.37  U.  S.  for  U.  S. 
residents.  Also  available  are  the  issues  from 
2000,  2001,  and  2002.  These  three  years  are 
priced  at  $5.58  to  Canadian  residents  and 
$3.76  U.  S.  for  U.  S.  residents.  Obverse  is  in 
blue  ink  and  the  reverse  is  printed  in  black 
ink.  Copy  of  the  spruce  dollar  has  been 
reduced  by  70%.

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OSHKOSH  SESQUICENTENNIAL 

ln  the  summer  of  1 836,  the  first  settlers  arrived  in 
the  Oshkosh  area.  Webster  Stanley  migrated 
here  from  Ohio  and  started  a ferryboat 
operation.  Within  several  months,  he  built  a 
home  and  soon  established  a trading  post, 
tavern  and  an  inn.  Within  three  years  this  area 
became  home  to  more  than  100  people. 
Brooklyn,  located  on  the  south  side  of  the  Fox 
River,  and  Athens  on  the  north  merged  and 
officially  adopted  the  name  "Oshkosh"  after 
the  chief  of  the  nearby  Menominee  Indian 
tribe.  Some  time  later  an  “ h"  was  added  and 
it  became  known  as  Oshkosh.  Incorporated  as 
a village  in  1846,  in  1847,  Morris  Firman  began 
operating  the  first  sawmill  in  Oshkosh;  within 
several  years  sawmills  lined  the  Fox  River.  In 
1 853  Oshkosh  was  incorporated  as  a city.  The 
great  Chicago  fire  of  1871  created  a boom  in 
Oshkosh's  lumber  trade,  as  Oshkosh  sawmills 
produced  much  of  the  lumber  used  to  rebuild 
Chicago.  By  1 873  there  were  24  sawmills,  1 5 
shingle  mills,  and  7 sash  and  door  factories  in 
full  operation.  Oshkosh  became  known  as  the 
"sawdust  city”.  Today  Oshkosh  and  the 
surrounding  area  have  a population  in  excess 
of  85,000  people,  and  have  an  abundance  of 
sites  and  sounds  for  visitors  and  residents  to 
discover  and  enjoy.  Oshkosh  is  located  on  the 
western  shore  of  Lake  Winnebago  and  is 
banked  by  the  Fox  River  and  Lake  Butte  des 
Morts  in  Winnebago  County.  Lake  Winnebago, 
the  largest  freshwater  lake  within  any  U.  S. 
state,  was  carved  from  the  same  limestone 
formation  that  creates  Niagara  Falls  900  miles 
to  the  east.  Oshkosh  Sawdust  Days  will  be  held 
July  2-6,  2003.  During  they’re  4th  of  July  parade, 
wooden  nickels  will  be  passed  out  that  are 
good  for  one  free  carnival  ride.  These  are 
printed  in  maroon  ink  on  both  sides.

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THE  BLUENOSE  ON  CANADIAN  WOODS 
Submitted  By:  Norm  Belsten 

The  Bluenose  1 was  built  in  Lunenburg  Nova  Scotia  at  the  Smith  & Rhuland  shipyard,  and  launched  on 
March  26th  1921.  She  was  built  for  both  speed  and  as  a working  fishing  craft.  After  her  first  season  as  a fishing 
schooner  working  the  grand  banks,  she  qualified  for  the  fisherman’s  trophy  challenge,  a race  for  working 
fishing  ships.  She  won  the  trophy  in  1921  and  never  relinquished  it.  Many  other  ships  were  built  to  challenge 
the  Bluenose  for  the  trophy,  but  none  ever  succeeded.  She  worked  as  a fishing  schooner  for  nearly  twenty  years. 
The  Bluenose  sailed  to  England  in  1935  to  represent  Canada  at  the  celebration  of  the  twenty-fifth  year  of  King 
George  V’s  reign.  In  1937  the  Bluenose  was  reproduced  on  the  Canadian  Dime,  where  she  has  been  ever  since. 
In  her  last  race  in  1938,  she  covered  the  40  mile  course  with  an  average  speed  of  14. 1 5 knots,  the  fastest  pace 
over  a fixed  course  by  a canvassed  vessel  in  the  history  of  sailing.  Then  in  the  late  30’ s with  the  use  of  powered 
vessels  came  the  demise  of  the  schooner  fleet,  after  trying  vainly  to  save  the  Bluenose,  she  was  sold  in  1942,  to 
the  West  Indian  Trading  Company.  A diesel  engine  was  installed  and  she  was  used  as  a cargo  freighter  in  the 
Caribbean.  Then  in  January  of  1946  after  hitting  a reef  near  Haiti  she  sank.  No  part  of  the  wreckage  has  ever 
been  found  to  this  day. 

Maritime  dimes  are  540  mm  in  diameter  (5-1/4”  to  5-1/2”).  These  are  issued  as  souvenirs  from  New  Brunswick, 
Nova  Scotia  and  Prince  Edward  Island.  This  article  has  two  parts  and  the  second  will  be  in  the  September  issue 
of  Bunyan’s  Chips.

MINUTES  OF  THE  ANNUAL  BOARD  MEETING 
Baltimore,  MD 
30  July  2003 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  10: 10  AM  by  President  Bob  Fritsch  with  six  members  of  the  Board  present.  Excused  were  Secretary  Cushiflg, 
Governor  Thomas,  and  Editor  Quinn.  Following  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance,  the  Secretary’s  Report  was  read  and  approved  as  was  the  Treasurer’s 
report. 

The  President  reported  on  the  State  of  the  Club.  We  are  losing  members  and  must  make  a concerted  effort  to  recruit  more.  Passing  of  members  were 
noted  and  will  be  published  in  Bunyan’s  Chips.  The  President  reported  that  he  had  acted  for  member  Jack  Belles  who  was  selling  off  his  wooden 
money  collection,  and  that  of  the  many  responses  received  only  four  people  actually  bought  woods.  The  Election  Committee  reported  on  the  results 
of  the  election.

The  club  thanks  these  selfless  volunteers  for  their  time  and  work.  The  President  pledged  to  make  a more  proactive  role  in  club  business  the  next  two 
years.  A motion  to  destroy  the  ballots  was  deferred  until  the  membership  meeting.  Committee  assignments  will  be  made  at  a later  date. 

Under  old  business,  it  was  the  consensus  to  keep  the  Welcome  Letters  that  the  editor  has  been  sending  “as  is”.  The  cataloging  initiative  was 
explained  with  only  a West  Virginia  Catalog  produced  thus  far.

New  Business  started  with  discussions  about  a Website.  ANA  will  host  it  if  we  provide  the  content.  A volunteer  webmaster  will  be  solicited.  One 
item  that  we  should  include  is  the  welcome  letter.  The  subject  of  a dues  raise  was  opened  (as  it  will  every  year).  As  the  club  is  healthy  and  we  have 
not  had  a need  to  tap  into  the  Life  Membership  account,  we  do  not  need  to  raise  dues  for  this  year.  It  was  decided  to  adopt  the  Bonus  Bucks  Program 
for  those  who  sign  up  new  members.  Bonus  Bucks  will  entail  discounts  for  the  mail  bid  auctions.  Each  member  should  have  a master  copy  of  the 
membership  application  which  can  be  reproduced  locally  for  distribution  at  local  shows. 

The  President  strongly  urged  all  Board  members  and  club  members  to  sponsor  mini-meetings  at  local  coin  shows.  Their  primary  purpose  is  to  reach 
out  to  members  who  cannot  attend  our  regular  meetings  at  the  ANA  conventions  and  IOWMC  can  provide  materials  for  these  meets.  The  Board 
thought  this  was  a good  idea.  In  the  same  vein,  the  President  urged  another  wooden  money  meet  in  Fostoria,  Ohio,  sometime  next  spring,  with  joint 
sponsorship  with  DWMC.

Another  outreach 
program  is  production  of  a slide  show  for  the  ANA  Library.  Bill  Snider  has  such  a show  he  will  send  to  the  President  for  review. 

Honorary  memberships  to  ANA,  Numismatic  News,  and  Coin  World  were  voted,  so  they  can  continue  to  receive  Bunyan’s  Chips.  Mailing  costs 
were  discussed.  How  far  below  200  copies,  the  minimum  for  bulk  mail  are  we?  Maybe  if  just  a few,  it  would  be  cost  effective  to  send  some 
complimentary  copies  to  people  to  bring  the  total  to  200.  The  President  will  check  with  the  editor  to  see  if  this  is  possible.  Joe  Burford  of  Maryland 
mentioned  his  Maryland  Wooden  Money  catalog,  with  all  profits  going  to  Maryland  TAMS.
